At this. moment we 
hava feither peace or war buta state infinitely 
more: disagreeable,. full of doubts and un- t 
easiness. . It has been decided it is true, that 
the Danes shall raise. the blockade of the Ger- 
man Ports, and the Austro-Prussians on the 
conditiou' of retaining the position they oc- 
cupy have consented to a suspension of arms 
for a month, from 12th of May... It is effect- 
ing much no doubt, to’ stup. the effusion 
of blood, but-very little if we compare what 
is done with what.remains t be, donc: 

Since the signing of the suspeusivn of hoa- 
tilities a multitude of incidents shew wa the 
difficulty of conclading a durable pesce. In 
the first place.at the hour when the Danish 
Plenipotentiucies, furnished with. secret ‘ia- 
structions from Kid. Christian, cousanted to 
the raising: of the blockade, the Austrian 
Squadron of the. North Sea, heutes by the 
Danish fleet, took refuge at Heligoland. The 
news received at Copenhagen with transports | 
of.joy, aud at Vienna with cries of rage—was 
saluted at-Loudon in the House of Commons 
by threaiounds of hearty cheers—to the great 
‘fary of the Austrian Press which pours forth 
its thunders aguinst England. 


In fact in Denmark, three Ministers: have |- 


given in their’ resignation on account of lav- 
ing. refuséd to sign 2 suspensiva of arms 
which they considered as humiliating | for 
their, Country. As to® the Prussians and in 
spite cf the express terms of the. convention, 
they have continued to raise contributions of 
war, and to treat Jutlind as 4 conquered 
country. However itis said that ifthe King 
Christian hus conseuted to raise the blockade, 
it is because Bngland took a formal: engaye- 
nent tu join in the war if by chance it com- 
mences again on the 12th of June; another 
symptom as little peaceable as the others.
